Coleman quits, 
third time 


seat vacant

For the third time in less than a 
year, there’ is a vacancy on the 
Hartnell Board of- Trustees, for the 
representative from Castroville and 
North Monterey County. 

Mrs. Celeste Coleman announced 
her resignation, effective next Mon- 
day Sept. 20, at Tuesday night’s 
Hartnell Board meeting. She called 
her 5-month term rewarding and 
gratifying. 


All of the vacancies have been 
from the Castroville-North Monterey 
area. When Ben Anguiano moved 
out of the area last summer, he had 
to give up his seat. After his 
resignation, the board appointed 


| Daniel J. Krishun to serve out the 
| 3-year term. He took the office as a 


provisional member last Sept. 30. - 
But a Nov. 18 petition filed by the 


Sept. 17, 1976 


citizens - of _ the Castroville-North 
Monterey area ousted Krishun from 
office. Mrs. Coleman then won a 
special election on March 2. 

Mrs. Coleman is being transferred 
by the Army, her employer, from 
Fort Ord to Fort Riley, Kan. She 
called the move an advancement in 
her career, saying it was a ‘‘chance 
too good to pass up.’’ Her term is 
open until 1979. 

In ‘the March 2 election, Mrs. 


Coleman polled 1,671 votes, 38.4 per * 


cent while runner-up Dan Krishun 
received 837 votes. 

“‘It is-with deep regret that | leave 
the office. | will fondly remember my 
service and the feeling of content- 
ment that it gave me,’’ wrote Mrs. 
Coleman in her resignation letter.

To sing or not to sing faces conservatory

A recent federal ruling against all 
male or all female choruses may or 
may not affect Hartnell College’s 
Conservatory of Music. 
But if it does, the Conservatory’s 
director is willing to take it to court. 
The Conservatory, which is open 
to students between 4 and. 21 
years-old on Saturdays and weekday 
afternoons offers classes in string, 
and wind instruments, piano and 
boys chorus. No girls chorus is 


offered. 

The July 30 Health Education and 
Welfare ruling, which Conservatory 
Director Dr. Vahe’ Aslanian called 


‘a bunch of crap’’ and Congressman | 


Burt Talcott called ridiculous, states 
that no one can be excluded from a 
choir solely on the basis of sex. 
“‘On' the surface,’’ band director 
Robert S$. Lee commented, ‘‘the 
original ruling if taken at its ‘face 
value -- that there be no sex 
discrimination -- in effect says choral 
directors cannot use music that is 


written specifically for only one 
sex.’’ 

Leonard Bernstein was cited by 
Aslanian as one contemporary com- 
poser who has written music for 
boy’s voices only. 

Ina letter to HEW Secretary David 
Mathews, he also stated that several 
great composers, including Bach, 
Mahler and Britten devoted portions 
of their compositions to boys’ voices 
because of the voice quality. 

Aslanian claims that the voice

Non-handicap- 
ped students can play too.

Choral director fights HEW ruling

quality of a girl is different from a 
boy. He says that’s why the chorus is 
limited to boys only. 

Lee agrees. ‘‘The voice quality of 
boys’ unchanged voices is different 
from either male or female voices. 
It’s a peculiar quality that composers 
recognize...’’ 

Aslanian says he would allow a girl 
to join the chorus ‘‘if she had a voice 
exactly like a boy.’ Yet, he 
maintains it is impossible for a girl to 
have the same voice as a boy. 

‘If they want to go to court over it 
(the decision), we'll go to court.’’ 

Aslanian says the HEW ruling 
infuriated him so much that he’ sent 
copies to President Ford, Congress- 
man Talcott and Martin Gerry, 
director of the Office of Civil Rights. 

All-boy and all-girl choruses are 
not prohibited by the ruling. But it 
does say that a girl can’t be excluded 
from a boy’s choir because she is a 


girl if her voice meets the require- 
ments. 

“You can have an all one-sex 
class,’’ Hartnell’s Affirmative Action 
Coordinator Hope Dominguez ex- 
plains, ‘‘but you can’t advertise it as 
such.’’ 

Referring to the brochure adverti- 
sing the chorus, she says that it 
would have been considered non- 
discriminatory if it had indicated that 
‘‘a_ particular voice range’’ was 
wanted -- not a boys’ chorus. 


College President Gibb R. Madsen 
said, ‘‘The advertisement was in 
error, and the intent is not to 
discriminate. We’re not denying 
girls or boys anything. If we had the 
girls, we would be delighted to work 
with them, too.’’ 

-A boy’s chorus is needed, Aslan- 


- jan says, because boys aren’t being 


trained trained in .elementary and 
secondary schools. He claims there 


are no programs exclusively for boys 
in the public schools in Salinas. 


Ironically, Aslanian started the 
boys chorus to eliminate the reverse 
discrimination he says exists against 
boys in the local junior high and high 
schools. 

“You'll find there are more girls in 
school choruses,’’ he says, because 
‘‘boys don’t like to be around girls.’’ 
He claims the boys think singing is 
‘“sissy stuff.’’ 

He won’t open a girl’s chorus 
anyway.” 

“I'd like to get 60 boys for boy’s 
chorus,’’ Aslanian said. Last year 
five boys were in the chorus. 

He claims he will not discriminat: 
against girls because of their sex 
only on the ‘basis of the quality 0! 
their voices. 

““When you talk about discrimina 
tion, it’s a strawman kind of thing,’ 
he said.

An All American on last year’s 
Hartnell swim team team, Claire 
Shackleford, captured her third 
ocean swim record when she swam 
three and a half miles from San 
Francisco around Alcatraz and back. 

Shackleford broke the previous 
record by swimming the distance in 
one hour and 26 minutes beating the 
old record by 12 minutes. 

Swimming alongside Shackleford 
as a pacer was Hartnell swim coach 
Mike Garibaldi, who holds the 
men’s records of one hour and 15 
minutes for the swim. 
| Miss Shackleford also holds the 
record for two other ocean swims: 
the one-and-a-half-mile swim from 
Alcatraz Island to San Francisco, and 
the one-and-a-quarter-mile swim 


from one side of the Golden Gate 
Bridge to the other. She will return 
on Oct. 26 to defend her title in the 
Golden Gate swim. 

She will be attending Cabrillo 
College this fall in their dental 
hygiene program. 

According to Coach Garibaldi she 
plans to swim on the Cabrillo swim 
team, which means she will be 
competing against her former. team 
mates at Hartnell.
